„ to be underſiood*.” And let none 
look upon it as perſecution of any per- 
ſon or perſons, to defend our holy re- 
ligion againſt all vain and arrogant at- 
tacks that may be made; in order to ſub. 
vert or overthrow it, in whole or in part; 
but may we, às men and Chriſtians, pay 
due regard to the ſacred ſcripture, and 
to the other means of grace, which the 
Lord God has been pleafed to appoint us, 
that we may attain to the end of our 
faith, even the ſalvation & bur precious 
and immortal fouls,” as in the epiſtle of 
Jude f: Beloved, when 1 gave all diſi. 
« gence to write unto you of che common 
66 ſalvation, it was needful for me to write

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& ſhould earneſtly contend for the faith 
«which was once delivered to the ſaints. 
I ſubjoin, to the above, by way of poſt.

: expreſſive 
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expreſive of ſuch tenets, and undeniable #ruths, by. 
the inſpired writers, which fully andi neceſſarily 
imply ad much, and are of. the fame ſignifcancy; 
Why may we not . give an interpretation, thereof 
accordingly ? ſeeing the ſubſlance, eſſence, or na- 


kaown from. its qualities and operations; and, in 
like manner, chat of God, from his attributes and 
works, or from the names and titles attributed to 
God, in holy writ,. And we. do not know the 
unĩon of our ſoul and body, and no wonder, then, 
that we are ignorant of the union of the Divine 
and human natures, in one and the ſame perſon of 
Jeſus Chriſt; and it is not according. to ſenſe and 
reaſon, to- call- into queſtion any thing, whether 
Divine or human, becauſe we know not how, or in 
what manner it is; it being enough for ys to 
know that it is. So it is not right, and fit to de- 
ny any phenomenon, or appearance, in grace, or 
revelation, any more than in nature, merely be- 
cauſe we cannot account for it. 

And to do ſo, is to run into ſcepticifin, or 
is, doubting; to make ourſelves ridiculous, and unfit 
4 for aQion, in common life, than which nothing is 
2 more abſurd, and inconfillent in the nature of 
things — But to prevent which, and the like, in 
the ſpiritual life, ſays the divine, and bleſſed Jeſus 
to his diſciples, “Ve believe in God, believe alſo

ture of any one $hing whatſogver, can only be

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«in me. 30 or, as "the words in the original way 
as well be bendefed, Belleve in Gbd and ye be- 
eve in med.” There being a cloſe and inſepa 
rable connection, between natural, and revealed 


religion; 'infomoch, that a right underſtanding of 


the one leads to that of the other. Whereſore, if 
we would act, and behave ourſelves, as men, and 
Chriſtians, we muſt now, and then, Hy our ac- 


count to meet with difficulties, or things hard to.

that too in the ſatisſaction itſelf ; not in remiſſion, 
which is only an effect of it U. Or, in your own 
words, Why do you ſo conſider the blood of Chriſt 
Gmply in itſelf?
